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FOREWORD 


When  one  reaches  a  mature  age  and  learns  the  names  of 
his  Grandparents  and  Greatgrandparents,  very  naturally,  he 
begins  to  wonder  why  his  ancestors  left  their  old  homeland 
and  became  Americans  by  choice. 

The  compilation  of  the  records  of  our  Ancestors  was 
undertaken  to  give  Sisters  and  Brother  the  record  of  the 
family  of  Abraham  McNett  and  Margaret  Jane  Shaner.  As  the 
result  of  interest  and  co-operation  on  the  part  of  many 
Cousins,  it  was  expanded  to  include  the  other  children  of 
George  McNett  and  Susan  Armentrout.  This  has  resulted  in 
the  McNett  Book. 

Contrary  to  some  family  traditions,  both  our  McNett  and 
Armentrout  ancestors  were  German  speaking  individuals.  The 
Mackinetts  were  members  of  that  German  Sect  which  was 
later  called  “The  Brethren.”  The  Ermentrouts  were  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  one  of  the  three  Churches 
recognized  in  Germany. 

The  search  for  McNett  and  Armentrout  ancestors  began 
in  Augusta  and  Rockingham  Counties  of  Virginia.  Then,  many 
records  of  Pennsylvania,  Maryland  and  Virginia  were  examin¬ 
ed,  and  the  services  of  well-known  genealogical  searchers 
were  used.  More  recently,  the  Translations  of  the  German 
Church  Records  of  Rockingham  County  have  become  available. 
These  include  the  Peaked  Mountain  Church,  the  Ermentrout 
(Old  Dutch)  Church,  the  Frieden  Church  and  the  Rader  Church. 
For  verification,  many  photostats  of  the  original  German 
Records  of  these  Churches  have  been  secured.  The  records 
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of  the  families  of  the  children  of  George  McNett  and  Susan 
Armentrout  have  been  furnished  by  many  interested  Cousins. 
Without  their  help  we  would  not  have  this  McNett  Book. 

In  compiling  the  record,  it  has  been  the  purpose  to  let 
the  records  speak  for  themselves.  Editing  and  comment 
have  been  used  only  to  clear  the  records.  Abstracts  and 
excerpts  of  published  records  are  used  to  tell  the  story  as 
briefly  as  possible. 

The  Compiler  has  used  the  facilities  of  Howard-Tilton 
Library  of  Tulane  University  of  New  Orleans  for  much  of 
his  searching. 

Unfortunately,  the  1790  U.S.  Census  of  Virginia  was  des¬ 
troyed  in  the  burning  of  the  Capitol,  Washington,  D.C.  during 
the  War  of  1812.  County  Tax  Lists  for  the  period  1782-1789 
were  consulted.  Also,  as  will  be  seen,  many  of  the  records 
of  Rockingham  County  Virginia  were  destroyed  by  Federal 
forces  in  1864.  Many  deeds  and  wills  are  missing.  In  May 
1957,  the  compiler  spent  ten  days  searching  through  the  old 
Record  Books  of  Rockingham  County  at  Harrisonburg,  Virginia. 

In  addition  to  the  McNett  and  Armentrout  families,  there 
is  included  some  data  on  related  families  which  may  not  have 
been  published,  and  which  may  be  of  some  help  to  others 
interested  in  tracing  their  family  lines. 
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THE  FAMILY  NAMES 


From  a  limited  search,  the  compiler  is  reasonably 
certain  that  the  name,  MAGINET  (probably  French  Huguenot), 
is  the  name  which  became  MAKINET  after  their  migration 
to  Germany. 


The  story  of  how  the  German  name  Makinet  finally  be¬ 
came  McNett  is  interesting.  In  Pennsylvania  we  have  the 
name  of  the  emigrants  generally  as  Mackinett.  Later  we  find 
such  spellings  as  Mackenette,  Mackinet,  Macknet,  Mackanett, 
and  Maquinet. 


The  County  Records  of  Pennsylvania  and  Virginia,  natur¬ 
ally,  were  in  English;  and  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley  of  Virginia 
they  were  made  by  Scotch-Irish  and  English  clerks.  In  the 
early  1800’s,  in  many  of  the  County  Records  of  Virginia,  the 
name  was  Magnet,  Maganet,  Manganet  and  Mogenet. 


However,  the  Marriage  Bond  of  Daniel  Mackinet  and 
Anna  Mary  Depoy,  September  27,  1784,  was  indexed  Dan’l 
McNett. 


Along  in  the  1840’s  and  1850's  our  Grandfathers  were 
signing  MaCnet  or  MacNet.  In  none  of  their  deeds  is  the 
name  McNett.  But  the  County  Records  were  indexed  as 
McNett,  McNitt,  and  occasionally,  McNutt.  There  were 
Scotch-Irish  families  of  these  names  and,  thus,  it  has  been 
more  difficult  to  verify  the  German  McNett. 


The  early  Augusta  County  Virginia  records  have  many 
spellings  for  the  German  Ermentraudt:  Harmontrout,  Her- 
mantrout,  Ermentrout  and  Armentrout.  The  signatures  of 
the  male  Ermentraudt  emigrants  and  the  signature  of  Peter 
Ermentraudt  on  the  Marriage  Bond  of  his  daughter,  Susan  to 
George  Magenet  (the  name  in  the  record),  give  us  the  original 
spelling  of  the  German  name,  Ermentraudt.  The  name,  now, 
is  generally  Ermentrout  or  Armentrout.

OUR  HERITAGE 


The  lot  of  our  Armentrout  ancestors  was  not  an  easy 
one  as  they  moved  from  the  more  settled  community  of 
Pennsylvania  to  the  Shenandoah  Valley  of  Virginia  about  the 
middle  of  the  Eighteenth  Century.  They  were  not  the  first 
settlers;  others  had  come  some  fifteen  or  twenty  years 
earlier.  But  they  began  at  once  to  fell  the  trees  of  the  forest, 
build  their  homes,  and  clear  the  land  for  farming. 

The  Armentrouts  were  members  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 
Soon  they,  along  with  their  neighbors,  established  German 
Lutheran  Churches  and  Schools. 

Our  McNett  ancestors  were  German  speaking  families 
and,  when  they  came  to  Virginia  in  the  1780’s,  attended  the 
German  Lutheran  or  the  German  Reformed  Churches.  It 
was  some  years  before  they,  with  their  neighbors,  were  able 
to  build  German  Baptist  Churches  of  the  “Brethren.” 

Many  of  our  Armentrout  and  McNett  ancestors  were 
skilled  workers,  artisans  and  craftsmen. 

Augusta  and  Rockingham  Counties  became  a  rendezvous 
for  those  adventurers  who  planned  to  go  still  farther  west  -- 
Ohio,  Kentucky,  and  Tennessee.  Some  crossed  over  the 
mountains  into  those  counties  which  are  now  in  West  Virginia. 

The  Church  of  England  was  the  established  Church  in 
Virginia  until  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  In  the 
Shenandoah  Valley  we  have  not  found  the  persecution  of  the 
Non -Conformists  that  we  have  found  in  the  older  established 
Counties  east  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains. 

In  our  record  we  have  the  Church  membership  of  many 
of  our  Cousins.  Looking  back,  we  can  appreciate  what  our 
ancestors  did  to  help  build  America  --  their  industry,  devo¬ 
tion  to  their  Church  and  their  ideals.  Now  many  of  their 
descendants  are  ministers,  teachers,  farmers,  and  business 
men.  More  recently  younger  men  have  become  skilled 
engineers. 


We  can  be  proud  of  our  Heritage. 
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PATRIOTIC  SOCIETIES 


Cousins  will  notice  that  ancestor  Philip  Armentrout 
served  in  the  French  and  Indian  Wars  from  Augusta  County, 
Virginia.  Those  in  direct  line  of  descent  are  eligible  for 
membership  in  Societies  of  Colonial  Wars. 

The  line  of  Peter  Armentrout  who  served  in  Captain 
Daniel  Smith’s  Company  of  Augusta  County  Virginia  Militia 
in  1776-1777  is  accepted  for  Revolutionary  War  service  by 
the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution. 

The  line  of  Isaac  Depoy  who  served  as  Lieutenant  in 
Berks  County,  Pennsylvania  Militia,  1776-1777,  is  accepted 
by  both  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  and  the 
Sons  of  the  American  Revolution.  (The  separate  States  were 
often  very  slow  in  paying  their  soldiers.  Some  had  to  wait 
for  years.) 

While  we  have  the  record  that  George  McNett  was  fined 
for  non-attendance  at  muster,  November  20,  1815,  no  attempt 
has  been  made  to  verify  actual  service  in  the  War  of  1812. 

Also,  Grandsons  of  George  McNett  fought  on  both  the 
side  of  the  North  and  the  South  during  the  Civil  War. 
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From  the  beginning  our  search  in  Rockingham  County 
Virginia  was  made  by  Miss  F.  Flavia  Converse.  This  was 
interrupted  on  account  of  her  illness.  Since  then,  Miss 
Katharine  C.  Anderson  has  made  search  both  in  Augusta  and 
Rockingham  Counties.  Their  search  has  been  thorough,  and 
we  are  pleased  to  record  it. 

The  search  for  Makinet  ancestors  in  Germantown  and 
Philadelphia  has  been  made  by  Mr.  B.  Hoff  Knight  of  Phila¬ 
delphia.  This,  too,  has  been  extensive  and  thorough.  We  are 
pleased  to  acknowledge  it. 

The  search  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania  has  been 
done  by  Mr.  M.  Luther  Heisey.  While  little  has  been  found, 
the  search  has  been  thorough. 

For  the  record  of  the  emigrant  Ermentrout  ancestors, 
their  stay  in  Pennsylvania,  and  the  children  of  Johan  Philip 
Ermentrout,  we  are  indebted  to  Mrs.  Arie  K.  Ermentrout  of 
Potomac,  Illinois,  and  Mr.  Russell  S.  Armentrout  of  Falls 
Church,  Virginia. 

For  over  six  years,  many  McNett  Cousins  have  been 
helping  by  furnishing  their  Family  Lines. 

When  the  compiler  visited  Rockingham  County  Virginia 
in  May  1957,  our  Cousin  Miss  Elsie  McNett  assisted  in  many 
ways  in  securing  infomation  on  our  McNett  and  Armentrout 
ancestors.  Since  then  she  has  been  able  to  secure  copies  of 
the  Peaked  Mountain  Church  Records  and  the  Ermentrout 
(Old  Dutch)  Records;  and  has  had  them  copied  for  our  use. 
She,  also,  was  able  to  secure  a  copy  of  the  Translation  of  the 
Frieden  Church  Records.  On  September  24,  1960,  she  was 
able  to  secure  very  good  photographs  of  the  grave -stones  of 
Armentrout  ancestors  in  the  Cemetry  of  the  Old  Dutch  Church, 
Rockingham  County,  Virginia. 

In  bringing  our  searching  to  a  close,  we  realize  that  it  is 
quite  possible  that  more  records  of  our  early  Makinets  and 
Ermentrouts  may  be  found. 

Of  the  children  of  George  McNett  and  Susan  Armentrout 
we  have  not  been  able  to  trace  Joseph  McNett  and  the  family 
of  Jeremiah  Hook  and  Anna  McNett.  Very  likely  both  moved 
to  Ohio. 
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IN  EUROPE 


^Schwarzenau,  Yesterday  and  Today,  by  Lawrence  W.  Shultz, 
Pages  28-29  . 

“The  name  Schwarzenau,  where  the  ‘Brethren’  began  in 
Europe,  was  first  mentioned  in  the  year  1059.  It  was  then  not 
a  village  but  the  home  of  a  nobleman.  Later  about  his  home 
there  grew  up  a  village  which  has  continued  to  this  day. 

“Sometime  between  1550  and  1600  the  Count  of  Wittgen¬ 
stein  built  a  beautiful  summer  residence  on  the  Eder  River. 
It  became  known  as  the  ‘Herrenhaus;’  and  has  been  of  great 
importance  to  the  village  and  the  community.  The  Counts  of 
Wittgenstein  joined  the  Protestant  movement. 

“There  were  two  migrations  of  people  that  brought  an 
increase  to  the  number  of  residents  in  Schwarzenau.  The 
first  was  the  coming  of  the  Huguenots  from  France  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  17th  century.  The  second  group  were  from 
the  ‘Pietists’  or  kindred  groups  seeking  a  refuge  for  freedom 
of  worship.  They  came  at  the  beginning  of  the  18th  century 
during  the  years  1700-1720.  They  had  left  their  homes  in 
France  and  Germany  because  they  were  persecuted  on  account 
of  their  religious  faith;  and  had  to  leave  to  save  their  lives 

and  liberty. 

“The  French  Huguenots  had  suffered  great  loss  by  death 
in  the  massacre  of  St.  Bartholomew’s  night  in  Paris,  1572. 
In  1685  an  order  known  as  the  Edict  of  Nantes  (1598)  was 
revoked;  and  all  Huguenots  had  to  leave  France.  At  this  time 
the  Countess  of  Wittgenstein  was  a  descendant  of  a  very 
prominent  Huguenot -Peter  de  la  Place  who  had  been  killed  on 
St.  Bartholomew  night.  She  persuaded  her  husband  to  invite 
some  of  these  refugees  to  come  to  his  county.  As  a  result 
about  forty  Huguenot  families  came.  At  first  these  people 
had  to  live  in  the  Herrenhaus  because  there  was  not  room 
elsewhere.  Gradually  they  built  homes;  and  even  today  there 
are  French  names  still  to  be  found  in  the  community  --  Frank, 
Renno  and  others.  These  people  helped  the  community  for 
there  were  teachers,  doctors,  weavers  and  theologians  among 
them.  It  is  said  that  they  introduced  weaving  as  an  industry 
to  the  community.  This  art  is  still  practiced  here.  They 
helped  each  other  to  make  a  living  in  their  new  home  for 
they  soon  found  that  they  could  not  return  to  their  homes  in 
France.  The  Count  also  gave  them  land  on  which  to  build, 
and  cultivate  crops.’’ 
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“THE  PIETISTS” 


^From  Schwarzenau,  Yesterday  and  Today,  Page  30-31,  we 
have  further  information  of  the  beginning  of  the  Church  of 
the  Brethren  .... 

“From  1618  to  1648  there  had  been  a  very  unhappy  time 
in  Europe.  This  period  was  called  the  Thirty  Year  War.  It 
was  mainly  over  religion  and  left  deep  scars.  Many  areas 
were  almost  without  people  and  much  property  was  lost.  The 
peace  of  1648  known  as  the  Peace  Treaty  of  Westphalia  had 
recognized  three  religious  groups  --  the  Catholic,  the  Luth¬ 
eran,  and  the  Reformed.  Over  much  of  Europe  there  was 
dissatisfaction  with  the  various  State  Church  practices,  for 
each  separate  political  unit  could  have  its  type  of  faith. 
Sometimes  with  the  change  of  rulers  there  came  a  change 
of  religion. 

“There  arose  during  the  seventy  years  following  the 
treaty  a  group  of  people  known  as  Pietists.  They  were  seek¬ 
ing  to  know  and  practice  the  way  of  life  as  Christ  taught  it 
and  wanted  to  make  their  faith  a  matter  of  daily  living  and 
not  just  a  creed  to  be  recited.  They  felt  that  the  Church  of 
the  day  was  not  spiritual  and  they  called  men  to  repentance 
and  complete  surrender  to  Christ.  They  taught  that  rites  and 
ordinances  were  not  enough  to  make  one  a  Christian  but  it 
was  all  of  life  as  one  lived  it  day  by  day  that  determined 
whether  one  was  a  Christian  or  not.  They  met  in  small 
groups  for  prayer  and  study  of  the  Scriptures. 

From  many  troubled  spots  in  Europe  there  came  to 
Schwarzenau,  during  the  early  years  of  the  18th  Century, 
many  of  these  religious  refugees.  The  Counts  of  Wittgenstein 
tolerated  the  Pietistic  group,  and  since  each  Count  could 
determine  what  faith  should  be  held  in  his  area,  Wittgenstein, 
like  Pennsylvania  and  Rhode  Island  in  America,  came  to  be 
a  haven  of  refuge  for  those  who  were  persecuted  because  of 
the  religious  belief.  They  came  from  Switzerland,  Holland, 
as  well  as  France  and  Germany. 

“Among  those  who  came  to  Schwarzenau  were  Alexander 
Mack  and  Hochmann  of  Hochenau.  They  led  in  many  discus¬ 
sions  over  the  matter  of  relationship  to  the  established  Church 
and  Christianity  of  the  day.  In  many  things  they  agreed  but 
Hochmann  would  not  go  along  in  the  founding  of  a  new  Church. 
Alexander  Mack  with  seven  others  after  much  study  and 
prayer,  came  to  the  conclusion  that  they  must  form  a  new 
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organization.  In  1708  the  ‘Brethren’  began  with  these  eight 
people  being  initiated  into  the  church  by  trine  immersion  in 
the  River  Eder. 

“They  held  to  three  main  tenents  of  faith  .  .  .  that  there 
should  be  no  FORCE  in  religion;  that  rites  and  ceremonies 
as  ORDINANCES  of  the  church  were  MEANS  OF  GRACE  for 
the  believer;  and  that  there  should  be  NO  FORMAL  CREED 
but  that  the  NEW  TESTAMENT  SHOULD  BE  STUDIED  and 
made  A  RULE  OF  PRACTICE  FOR  LIVING.  By  force  in 
religion  they  were  refusing  to  use  infant  baptism  and  to  accept 
a  religion  imposed  by  the  State. 

“For  ten  years  the  group  continued  to  study  and  teach, 
and  they  attracted  many  others  to  join  them.  Then  came 
other  groups  into  the  valley  that  brought  much  sorrow  and 
discord.  They  were  enthusiasts  and  some  were  known  as 
Inspirationists  since  they  claimed  that  God  was  speaking 
through  them.  One  group  taught  the  immediate  return  of 
Christ  to  the  earth.  So  much  discord  arose  that  the  Count 
could  no  longer  hold  his  county  open  because  of  pressure 
from  within  and  without;  in  1720  the  ‘Brethren’  group  left 
Schwarzenau  for  East  Friesland  in  Germany.  From  Krefeld 
in  1719  a  group  of  Brethren  went  to  America  and  settled  in 
Germantown  near  Philadelphia.  They  went  under  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  Peter  Becker.  Alexander  Mack  and  his  group  followed 
in  1729  and  thus  nearly  all  of  the  Brethren  came  to  the  New 
World.’’ 


THE  BEGINNING  OF  THE 
CHURCH  OF  THE  BRETHREN 


^Excerpts  from  the  writing  of  Elder  Z.  H.  Zigler . 

“From  the  writings  of  Alexander  Mack  Jr.,  we  learn 
that  the  organization  of  the  Brethren  Church  was  an  out¬ 
growth  of  the  great  reformatory  movement  that  swept  over 
Germany  during  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries. 
The  ‘Pietists,’  as  they  are  known  embraced  all  shades  of 
religious  opinion.  They  eagerly  sought  to  restore  the  waning 
piety  of  the  Protestant  churches.  They  held  house-to-house 
meetings  besides  their  regular  services.  At  the  meetings 
the  young  converts  would  present  themselves  for  further 
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instruction  in  spiritual  life.  Unfortunately  for  them,  their 
frequent  meetings  and  signal  success  awakened  the  jealousy 
of  their  enemies;  persecution  followed  and  many  were  driven 
from  their  homes.  A  number  of  them  found  refuge  in  Wittgen¬ 
stein,  which  was  governed  by  a  friendly  Count.  Although  the 
country  was  rough  and  the  soil  barren,  the  leniency  of  this 
local  government  caused  a  great  influx  of  people.  Schwarzenau 
became  a  chief  center  of  these  refugees. 

“It  soon  became  apparent  to  some  of  these  Pietists  that 
a  closer  organization  was  necessary  in  order  to  administer 
discipline  among  themselves,  but  coming  from  different  local¬ 
ities,  their  views  were  as  widely  different  on  almost  all 
Christian  duties  except  those  of  devotion  and  piety.  It  was  a 
difficult  task  to  collect  a  sufficient  number  of  one  mind  to 
establish  a  congregation.  There  were  some,  however,  who 
notwithstanding  this  state  of  perturbation,  were  sincerely 
desirious  of  finding  the  footprints  of  primitive  Christianity 
and  follow  the  example  of  the  Savior.  They  were  fully  con¬ 
vinced  of  the  necessity  of  faith  and  obedience  in  order  to 
obtain  salvation. 

“In  the  year  1708,  eight  persons  entered  into  a  convenant 
with  each  other,  by  the  help  of  God  to  endeavor  to  attain  the 
answer  of  a  good  conscience  by  rendering  obedience  to  all 
the  commands  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  follow  Him  as  their  Good 
Shepherd  and  Leader  through  good  and  evil  report.  The 
names  of  these  eight  persons  are  George  Greby  and  Lucas 
Fetter  of  Hesse  Cassel;  Alexander  Mack  and  Anna  Margaretta 
Mack  of  Schriesheim;  Andrew  Bonney  and  Johanna  Bonney  of 
Basel,  Switzerland;  John  Kippin  and  Johanna  Kippin  of  Wur- 
temburg.  These  five  brethren  and  three  sisters  covenanted 
under  the  bond  of  the  Cross  of  Jesus  Christ  to  labor  together 
in  the  unity  of  faith  as  a  church.  Alexander  Mack  had  labored 
in  word  and  doctrine  in  different  parts  of  Germany  and  he 
was  chosen  as  their  minister.  One  of  their  first  acts  was  to 
en§age  in  Christian  baptism.  After  a  season  of  devotion, 
each  one  of  them  was  taken  into  the  water  and  baptised  by 
threefold  immersion. 

Many  believers  were  added  to  them  and  churches  were 
established  in  different  places.  Especially  at  Schwarzenau, 
a  large  congregation  of  believers  assembled.  This  large 
accession  drew  public  attention  to  them  and,  while  they  re¬ 
ceived  the  blessings  of  God  on  the  one  hand,  they  encountered 
the  enemies  of  Truth  on  the  other.  Some  were  robbed  of  their 

property,  which  they  appeared  to  submit  to  joyfully.  Others 
were  cast  into  prison. 
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“Then  they  were  subjected  to  a  sort  of  catechism  in  the 
form  of  subtle  questions.  Forty  questions  were  submitted  to 
the  church  with  a  request  to  answer  them.  In  this  the  Brethren 
were  amazingly  successful.  So  well  pleased  was  the  church 
at  Schwarzenau  that  it  was  decided  to  publish  the  forty  ques¬ 
tions  with  the  answers  for  the  instruction  of  the  uninformed. 
Reprints  have  been  made  at  different  times  in  America  both 
in  the  German  and  English  languages.  In  1854  Henry  Kurtz 
gave  them  in  English  through  the  columns  of  the  Gospel 
Visitor. 

“Persecution,  augmented  by  internal  troubles,  put  these 
pious  people  to  the  sorest  tests.  They  were  driven  from 
place  to  place.  Some  went  to  Friesland  while  others  fled  to 
Holland.  In  the  summer  of  1719,  twenty  families  embarked 
on  a  Flemish  vessel  at  Friesland  for  America.  They  landed 
at  Philadelphia  in  the  autumn  of  the  same  year.  On  landing 
at  Philadelphia  they  became  widely  separated  and  began  their 
struggles  amid  the  wilds  of  the  new  country.  Later  a  plan 
was  agreed  upon  to  visit  the  isolated  members  and  extend 
to  them  a  true  Christian  greeting.  Accordingly,  Peter  Becker, 
John  Gomery,  and  George  Bulsar  were  appointed.  Their  visit 
was  crowned  with  much  success.  From  this  time  on  love  and 
union  prevailed. 

“During  these  years,  the  sorest  of  persecution  was  being 
experienced  by  the  Brethren  in  the  native  land.  The  church 
at  Schwarzenau  was  practically  disbanded  from  this  cause. 
From  there  the  believers  fled  to  West  Friesland  and  thence 
to  Holland.  On  July  7,  1729,  Alexander  Mack,  his  three  sons, 
and  about  fifty-nine  families  among  whom  were  126  members, 
took  passage  on  the  Ship  “Allen"  to  join  their  brethren  in 
America.  After  a  voyage  of  seventy -one  days,  they  landed  in 
Philadelphia.  This  large  increase  in  membership  was  the 
occasion  of  much  joy.  The  presence  of  Alexander  Mack  and 
other  leaders  of  the  church  greatly  inspired  the  Church  to 
more  endeavor.  New  organizations  were  formed  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  and  in  New  Jersey."

“A  German  Prince,  Cassimir  of  Wittgenstein  Berleburg, 
about  40  miles  east  of  Cologne,  around  1700  did  not  persecute 
Collegiants  and  Pietists.  At  Schwarzenau  in  Wesphalia,  five 
men  and  three  women  met  at  mill  of  Alexander  Mack.  They 
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had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  they  must  found  a  new  Church 
by  baptism.  They  were  not  connected  with  the  Mennonites  or 
German  Anabaptists.  Twenty  families  went  out  to  German¬ 
town  in  1719.  Four  years  later,  on  Christmas  Day,  Peter 
Becker  organized  the  first  German  Baptist  Brotherhood  in 
the  Province.  Six  years  later  Mack  himself  arrived.  They 
were  called  Dunkers,  Dunkards,  or  Tunkers.  Since  1810  the 
official  title,  ‘Church  of  The  Brethren,’  was  adopted.”

‘‘The  county  of  Wittgenstein  enjoys  an  importance  in  the 
history  of  the  early  eighteenth  century  out  of  proportion  to 
its  size  or  wealth.  It  was  one  of  the  few  areas  which  per¬ 
mitted  comparative  freedom  of  conscience  in  a  day  in  which 
the  three  established  Churches  --  Catholic,  Lutheran,  and 
Reformed  --  diverted  some  of  their  mutual  hatreds  to  a 
combined  repression  of  religious  dissenters. 

“The  policy  of  the  ruling  Count,  Henry  Albert,  seems  to 
have  been  a  mixture  of  economic  calculation  to  attract  artisans 
and  settlers  to  help  rebuild  his  tiny  territory  still  suffering 
from  the  ravages  of  Thirty  Years  War,  and  a  genuine  sym¬ 
pathy  for  non -church  separatists,  a  sympathy  influenced  in 
part  by  his  Huguenot  wife.  As  a  result  Wittgenstein  became 
a  place  of  asylum  (a  ‘Pella’)  for  religious  refugees  from  all 
parts  of  Germany  and  from  other  European  countries.” 


“TRULY  INSPIRED”

“Johann  Adam  Gruber  was  born  in  the  Duchy  of  Wurttem- 
burg  in  1693,  the  only  son  of  a  Lutheran  clergyman,  Eberhard 
Ludwig  Gruber. 

“In  1714,  Gruber  came  into  contact  with  the  Inspired.  The 
movement  had  originated  after  the  revocation  of  Nantes  in 
the  violent  Camisard  uprising  in  the  Cevennes  area  of  France 
against  the  brutal  Catholicizing  program  of  King  Louis  XIV. 
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The  desperate  situation  of  the  radical  Huguenots  provided  the 
psychological  basis  for  a  contagious  series  of  extreme  physi¬ 
cal  convulsions,  which  terminated  in  speaking  in  tongues  and 
ecstatic  prophecies.  These  later  were  usually  taken  down 
word  for  word  by  scribes  because  those  affected  had  no 
recollection  of  their  speeches  after  regaining  normality.  A 
group  of  the  prophets  traveled  extensively  in  Germany,  seek¬ 
ing  followers  among  the  religiously  disaffected.  On  November 
15,  1714,  the  group  held  one  of  their  meetings  at  the  home  of 
the  elder  Gruber.  He,  too,  received  the  gift  (of  prophecy)  and 
became  one  of  the  two  leaders  of  the  movement  in  Germany. 

“Johann  Adam  was  so  moved  by  these  events  that  he 
wept  for  several  days  without  stopping.  When  the  group  met 
again  he  was  relieved  of  this  burden  only  to  begin  the  typical 
palsied  trembling  (Bewegungen)  which  accompanied  the  proph¬ 
ecies  of  the  Potts  (Leaders  of  the  Group).  Of  this  new  experi¬ 
ence  he  wrote  that  it  seemed  ‘very  strange  at  first,  because 
I  greatly  feared  false  spirits,  but  yet  I  had  a  secret  joy  within 
me  at  the  same  time.’  His  convulsions  lasted  all  that  night, 
all  the  next  day,  and  into  the  evening;  when  he  was  led  to  make 
his  initial  prophecy,  at  first  one  word  at  a  time,  and  then  a 
two  hour-long  message  --  he  had  become  an  ‘Instrument’ 
(Werkzeug)  of  God. 

“During  one  of  Gruber’s  trips  to  Germany,  he  and 
Blasius  Daniel  Mackinet  (who  also  came  later  to  Philadelphia) 
met  two  rabbis  in  Prague  on  January  30,  1716.  The  elderly 
Jews  asked  Gruber  how  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  to  him. 
His  description  of  the  remarkable  condition  which  enabled 
him  to  speak  for  the  Lord  was  recorded  by  Mackinet:  The 
Werkzeug  or  the  prophet  feels  at  first  in  his  inner -most  being 
a  gentle  and  pleasant  glow  which  gradually  becomes  more 
intense  and  also  fills  the  external  body.  Thereupon  results 
an  inflation  of  the  nose,  a  trembling  of  the  whole  body,  often 
attended  by  kicking  with  hands  or  feet  and  shaking  of  the  head. 
And  in  the  center  of  this  internal  fire  the  word  of  the  Lord 
is  born,  and  the  prophet  is  enabled  through  the  Bewegungen 
to  pronounce  the  word  of  the  Lord  without  fear  or  awe  --at 
times  word  by  word,  now  slowly,  now  rapidly  --so  that  the 
Werkzeug  had  no  choice  of  his  own,  but  was  used  solely  as  a 
passive  instrument  in  the  hand  of  the  Lord.’’ 


^Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Adolph  Heinemann,  Archivist, 
Middle,  Iowa,  we  have  the  translation  of  the  German  records 
of  the  founding  of  the  TRULY  INSPIRED  .... 
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“On  November  14,  1714,  Johann  Potts  and  others  visited 
Eberhard  Ludwig  Gruber’s  home  in  Himbach,  Hessen.  And  on 
the  16th  day,  they  held  the  First  Prayer  Meeting  or  Versamm- 
lung  of  the  Gebets-Gemeinschaft,  and  this  is  considered  the 
Foundation  Day  of  the  Gemeinde. 

“At  this  meeting  the  Lord  extended  through  one  of  his 
Werkzeuge  (Prophets)  to  Makinet  Senior  and  his  son,  Blasius 
Daniel  Makinet,  a  Promise  and  Blessing;  from  then  on  he 
(Blasius  Daniel  Makinet)  was  to  be  a  Witness  and  Companion 
of  the  Werkzeuge  --  Rock,  Gruber,  Gleim  and  others.  On 
October  20,  1715,  the  Third  Liegesmahl  was  held  in  Buedingen. 
(No  record  exists  of  the  First  and  Second.)  There  Blasius 
Daniel  Makinet  assisted  in  the  Feet -washing  of  the  male 
members. 

“From  Old  Record  Book  containing  all  the  Zeugnisse  or 
Testimonial  pronounced  on  Five  Visiting  Travels  throughout 
Germany:  Visit  No.  2,  May  11,  1716,  J.  F.  Rock,  J.  G.  Gleim 
and  Nicholas  Bartman;  Final  Orders  by  a  Zeugniss,  or  Testi¬ 
monial,  in  Brother  (Daniel)  Makinet’s  home  in  Buedingen.  On 
June  28,  1716,  there  was  a  Conference  in  Buedingen;  present  - 
the  two  Grubers,  J.  C.  Gleim,  D.  Makinet  and  others,  13  in 
all.  Blasius  Daniel  Makinet  and  J.  C.  Gleim  were  appointed 
Secretaries,  and  as  Head  Elder,  Jacob  Ulrich,  with  J.  C.  Carl 
and  Daniel  Makinet  (Father  of  Blasius  Daniel  Makinet). 

“On  July  4,  1716,  Johann  Adam  Gruber  pronounced  the 
TWENTY-FOUR  RULES  OF  TRUE  GODLINESS. 

“Preparation  for  the  Fourth  Visiting  Trip  began  June  20, 
1717  at  Schwartengen.  Johan  Friedrich  Rock  with  Blasius 
Daniel  Makinet,  a  young  and  still  unmarried  stocking  weaver 
in  the  year  1717.  Started  on  the  26th  for  Ronneburg,  where 
they  arrived  on  the  30th.  On  July  1,  they  had  a  Religious 
Parting  Meeting  and  left  for  Hanau  where  they  stayed  with 
Brother  Makinet.  In  August  they  visited  Geoppingen,  Vayhin- 
gen,  and  Beilstein.  Here  on  August  30th  they  were  badly 
beaten  and  escorted  out  of  town  by  the  ‘Musketeers.’  From 
Beilstein  they  started  on  September  1,  1717  for  Heidelberg, 
Baden  where  they  stayed  with  Herr  Schmidt,  a  brewer.  It  is 
stated  that  Herr  Schmidt  is  a  cousin  of  Blasius  Da n ie  1 
Makinet.’’

“Inspirationists  are  the  members  of  a  Sect  which  origin¬ 
ated  in  Germany  among  people  who  had  separated  from  the 
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State  Church.  Their  main  leaders  were  E.  L.  Gruber  at 
Himbach,  near  Hanall,  A.  Gross  in  Frankfort,  J.  F.  Rock  at 
Himbach  and  E.  C.  Hockmann  at  Schwarzenau,  near  Berle- 
burg.  In  1716  they  took  the  name  ‘Truly  Inspired.’  A  number 
of  them  under  the  leadership  of  Gruber,  Gleim,  Machinet  and 
others  emigrated  to  Pennsylvania  where  they  settled  at  Ger¬ 
mantown.  From  here  they  spread  to  other  settlements.  Their 
name  was  derived  from  the  fact  that  they  claimed  to  receive 
direct  communications  through  the  inspiration  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.

THE  ERMENTROUTS  IN  EUROPE 


^From  Notes  by  Rudolph  Baron  von  Irmtraut  of  New  York  to 
the  Honorable  Daniel  Ermentrout,  Congressman  from  Penn., 
October  26,  1896,  we  have  the  following  excerpts  .  .  . 

“The  family  of  the  barons  von  Irmtraut  is  one  of  the 
very  ancient  members  of  the  German  Nobility  --  belonging 
to  the  Old  Tournament  Circle  of  Franconia.  The  spelling  of 
the  name  occurs  in  many  different  ways,  explained  by  the 
circumstances  that  in  those  remote  times  very  few  of  the 
knightly  nobles  were  able  to  write  more  than  their  names, 
and  even  then,  were  spelled  by  the  same  man  in  different 
ways;  they  generally  signed  their  documents  by  the  imprint 
of  their  signet  rings  or  the  pommel  of  their  swords  with 
their  coat  of  arms. 

“The  family  originated  as  far  as  known  in  the  County  of 
Hadamar,  Grand  Duchy  of  Nassau,  where  the  village  of 
Irmtraut  still  exists.  The  feudal  seat  and  Manor  house 
(Castle)  was  there  and  probably  --  according  to  the  prevailing 
usage  --  gave  their  name  to  the  place. 

“The  family  belonged  even  in  those  remote  times  to  good 
‘old  stock’  which  is  proven  by  the  participation  of  several  of 
their  members  in  the  tournaments  of  the  nobility.  In  a  tour¬ 
nament  held  at  Frankfurt  A/M  and  in  the  celebrated  tourna¬ 
ment  at  Numberg  (1433)  by  Emperor  Sigismond,  some  of  the 
family  participated,  belonging  to  the  Tournament  Ring  of 
Franconia.  To  be  eligible  to  these  tournaments,  the  knight 
had  to  ‘prove  his  Quarterings’  vis-his  direct  descent  from 
four  noble  families  (all  eligible)  on  both  sides,  from  father’s 
side  and  mother’s  side;  then  only  could  he  enter  the  ring. 
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“Gambling  was  carried  on  in  those  days  very  generally 
on  all  festive  occasions,  and  it  seems  they  made  no  exception 
to  the  rule;  certain  it  is  that  one  of  them  at  a  tournament 
at  Frankfurt  lost  nearly  all  his  estate,  which  was  very  con¬ 
siderable,  around  Irmtraut,  Hadamar,  Westerburg,  etc.,  and 
consequently  ruined  the  family  financially.' ’ 


^ After  Mr.  Russell  S.  Armentrout  visited  in  Germany  a  few 
years  ago  he  gave  us  the  following  notes  .  .  . 

“The  town  of  Irmtraut  is  in  Nassau,  about  15  miles  north 
of  Limburg,  and  on  the  Lahn  River.  It  is  between  the  towns 
of  Hadamr  and  Westerburg.  The  original  village  was  about 
one  quarter  or  one  half  miles  further  north.  The  Castle  was 
on  top  of  a  hill  or  ridge.  This  is  in  the  Hartz  Mountains. 
The  village  was  to  the  north  in  a  little  valley. 

“The  Castle  burned  probably  in  the  1500’s  or  1600's. 
The  village  burned  about  100  years  ago,  or  a  little  later,  and 
was  never  rebuilt.  After  the  village  in  the  valley  burned,  the 
people  rebuilt  on  top  of  the  hill  and  at  least  one  house  is  built 
on  part  of  the  old  castle  foundation.  Most  of  the  houses  are 
along  the  main  road.  Some  100  people  are  now  living  in  the 
village.  The  village  was  most  likely  named  for  the  family. 
The  Irmtraut  lands  included  Hadamar,  Limburg,  and  Wester¬ 
burg.  The  Tradition  was  lost  for  a  gambling  debt.’’ 

The  Seventeenth  Century  saw  almost  continuous  warfare 
in  Central  Europe.  Many  Provinces  with  flourishing  towns 
and  cities  were  laid  waste.  Then,  in  1683,  while  Vienna  was 
being  besieged  by  the  Turks,  King  Louis  XIV  took  advantage  of 
the  German  weakness  to  extend  the  French  borders,  annexing 
Strassburg  and  other  areas.  He  also  attacked  the  Spanish 
Netherlands  and  later  the  Palatinate.  Heidelburg  was  burned 
twice  and  Mannheim  leveled. 

The  Protestants  of  the  Palatinate  had  been  persecuted 
and  oppressed  for  many  years.  But  during  the  reign  of  Louis 
XIV,  this  was  particularly  severe.  Land  and  property  were 
taken  from  them,  and  they  often  suffered  physical  violence. 
Those  who  were  able  traveled  to  such  German  Provinces  as 
were  friendly  or  to  Holland  where  they  were  welcomed. 

In  1685,  Louis  XIV  revoked  the  Edict  of  Nantes,  which 
had  granted  toleration  to  French  Protestants.  Thousands  of 
skilled  French  Huguenots  left  the  country  despite  the  severe 
penalties  against  leaving.  They  sought  refuge  in  England, 
Holland,  and  in  such  German  provinces  and  counties  as 
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welcomed  them  --  Rhenish  Palatinate,  Hessen-Cassel,  Witt¬ 
genstein  and  Yesenburg-Buedingen.  France  suffered  the  loss 
of  these  skilled  workers  who  then  assisted  in  rebuilding  the 
devastated  German  Provinces  and  Counties. 

It  is  quite  possible  that  the  Emigrant  Ermentrout  family 
suffered  loss  of  property  in  the  Palatinate.  They  may  have 
migrated  to  Holland  sometime  before  they  sailed  from  Rotter¬ 
dam  to  America. 

We  do  not  know  the  name  of  the  husband  of  the  Emigrant 
Anna  Elizabeth  Ermentrout,  nor  whether  he  died  in  Germany, 
Holland,  or  aboard  the  Ship  ‘Samuel’  on  the  way  to  America. 

About  1680,  Agents  of  William  Penn  traveled  through 
Holland  and  Germany  distributing  phamplets  concerning 
Penn’s  Province  across  the  sea.  Many  of  the  persecuted 
peoples  looked  with  favor  toward  migration  to  the  New  Land. 
Some,  whose  property  and  land  had  been  confiscated  by  the 
State,  would  go  to  friendly  Holland,  and  there,  by  working 
months  or  years,  were  able  to  pay  their  passage  to  America. 

The  Ermentrout  family  evidently  were  Lutherans  for 
soon  after  their  arrival  in  Philadelphia,  August  27,  1739,  they 
became  members  of  the  Lutheran  Church.  An  older  son 
became  an  Elder  upon  the  organization  of  the  Union  Church, 
Lutheran  and  Reformed,  called  the  Peaked  Mountain  Church, 
when  it  was  constituted  October  31,  1769,  in  Augusta  County, 
Virginia. 

At  this  time  it  is  difficult  to  realize  the  hardships  which 
our  emigrant  ancestors  endured  before  coming  to  America  -- 
possible  loss  of  property,  physical  violence,  months  or  years 
of  labor  in  a  friendly  nation  such  as  Holland  to  earn  their 
passage  fare.  The  trip  on  a  sailing  vessel  was  long,  the  ship 
crowded  and  health  facilities  few.  Much  sickness  and  death 
occurred  en  route.  It  did  take  determined  purpose  for  our 
ancestors  to  leave  the  homeland  and  sail  to  the  New  World.

THE  GREEN  TREE  INN 


The  public  school  of  Germantown,  The  Germantown  Academy,  was  organized  at  a 
meeting  of  citizens  held  the  6th  day  of  December,  1759  in  building,  the  house  of 
Daniel  Mackinett,  and  sometime  known  as  The  Green  Tree  Inn. 

Above,  bronze  tablet  erected  by  the  undergraduates  of  the  Germantown  Academy  and 
the  Site  and  Relic  Society  of  Germantown,  December  6,  1909. 

This  building  is  now  the  Office  and  Parish  House  of  the  First  Methodist  Church.  It 
is  now  6023  Germantown  Avenue,  formerly  the  Main  Street. 
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The  Methodist  Church  to  the  south  of  The  Green  Tree  Inn  occupies  the  site  of  the 
home  of  Francis  Daniel  Pastorius,  Founder  of  Germantown,  born  1651  —  died  1719. 
The  original  house  was  moved  to  the  rear,  facing  High  Street,  and  is  still  occupied. 


A  stone  under  the  eaves  contains  the  letters  D.S.P.  1748. 
Daniel  Pastorius,  grandson  of  the  emigrant,  was  married  to 
Sarah  Shoemaker,  lie  was  a  saddler  by  trade  and  opened  the 
house  as  ‘Saddler’s  Arms.’  He  died  in  1754,  and  his  widow 
married  Daniel  Macknett.  Mrs.  Macknett  was  known  as  a 
famous  cook  and  the  tavern  soon  became  the  resort  of  many 
Philadelphians  who  made  it  a  great  resort  for  the  winter 
sleighing  parties.  After  Macknett’ s  death  in  1761  she  married 
Andrew  Heath.  About  1797  the  place  was  sold  to  Charles 
Macknett  and  it  became  known  as  the  ‘Green  Tree  Inn.’  During 
his  time  he  house  was  often  called  the  ‘Hornet’s  Nest,’  for 
the  reason  that  the  largest  hornet’s  nest  found  in  this  section 
was  kept  there  as  a  curiosity.” 

THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOL  OF  GERMANTOWN

‘‘Directly  opposite  Wych  stands  a  solidly  built  old  stone 
house  with  a  hooded  doorway  and  a  pent  roof  known  as  the 
‘Green  Tree  Inn.’  It  was  built  by  Daniel  Pastorius  in  1748 
and  was  run  by  him  as  a  public  house  until  his  death  in  1754. 
The  letters  in  the  date  stone  stand  for  Daniel  and  Sarah 
Pastorius.  Here  the  public  school  of  Germantown,  the  Ger¬ 
mantown  Academy  was  organized  at  a  meeting  of  citizens  held 
on  the  sixth  day  of  December  1759.”

“At  the  meeting  held  (Dec.  6,  1759)  at  Mackinett’s  Inn, 
the  following  citizens  were  appointed  to  receive  subscriptions 
for  the  proposed  school  --  Christopher  Meng,  Daniel  Mac- 
kinett,  Charles  Bensil,  Christopher  Sower,  John  Jones,  Daniel 
Endt,  and  Baltus  Reser.”

During  the  Revolution,  his  press  and  place  of  business 
were  destroyed.  For  their  opposition  to  war,  property  of 
many  Quakers,  Dunkers,  and  others  was  confiscated  by  the 
State,  and  they  were  classed  among  the  Tories. 
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Some  of  the  Dunkers  went  north  and  west  into  the  inter¬ 
ior  of  Pennsylvania,  some  moved  into  Maryland,  and  others 
farther  south  into  the  Shenandoah  Valley  of  Virginia.

The  latter  represented  bodies 
which  in  Europe  were  not  recognized  by  the  government  and 
had  frequently  been  made  the  object  of  unrighteous  persecu¬ 
tion.  The  Sects  included  -  Mennonites,  Amish,  ‘Brethren’ 
or  Dunkards,  and  Schwenfelders.”

“The  large  Dunkard  element  in  the  present  counties  of 
Rockingham,  Shenandoah,  and  Page  came  principally  from  the 
Counties  in  the  Cumberland  Valley,  Pennsylvania;  and  their 
migration  began  actually  in  1783  and  continued  until  1800.” 

The  members  of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren  did  not 
baptize  their  children  as  did  the  members  of  the  German 
Lutheran  and  German  Reformed  Churches.  Fortunately, 
there  are  records  of  birth  and  baptism  of  some  McNett 
children  in  the  Lutheran  and  Reformed  Churches  of  Rocking¬ 
ham  County,  Virginia.

On  October  25,  1749,  he  wrote  to 
former  Brothers  in  Germany  a  letter  and  Testimony  as  to 
the  Godliness  of  the  Inspiration  and  the  Movements,  and  some 
of  his  experience  in  the  matter.  This  leaves  nothing  to  be 
Desired.  He  only  lost  the  Verbal  or  Speaking  Gift.  His  writ¬ 
ing  is  in  the  Spirit  from  the  Lord.  e; 

“He  was  the  First  Secretary  of  the  Erste  Deutsche 
Gesellchaft  in  Pennsylvania.  Judging  from  his  writing  he 
possessed  a  high  degree  of  literal  education.

In  one  (letter) 
he  wrote  that  Mackinet  and  Gleim,  his  former  Travel  Com¬ 
panions,  were  still  living;  and  Mackinet  had  moved  to  the 
City  where  he  kept  an  Inn  and  had  married  again.

Only  one  daughter,  Mary  Magdalene  survived  Blasius 
Daniel  Mackinet  upon  his  death  in  1775.

Thereafter  the  minutes  are  SILENT  as  to  the  action  taken 
by  the  committee  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  the  review 
of  the  records  to  place  them  on  a  proper  footing.  In  the  col¬ 
lection  of  the  Genealogical  Society  of  Penn.,  Philadelphia,  are 
two  volumes,  however,  ‘Misc.  Church  and  Cemetry  Records 
(Call  number  Ph.  33  E)’  and  ‘Miscellaneous  Short  Records,’ 
Vol.  1  (Call  number  Y/I,  Misc.),  from  which  the  following 
extracts  have  been  taken,  unquestionably  with  direct  relation 
to  the  minute  quoted  above,  the  first  titled  ‘Acct  for  the  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  building  of  a  Small  Dwelling  House  and  a  Stable  &.  c 
(likely  for  the  Caretaker).  Pages  473-375:  “Anno  1737  -- 
For  things  had  at  Mackanet  to  treat  the  workmen  0-7-1;  by 
acct  pr  D.  Mackanet  0-8-4" 
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And  another  heading  --  “Friend's  Burying  Ground  in 
Germantown  (Philadelphia)  since  the  beginning  of  the  year 
1747.” 

“After  the  decease  of  Thomas  Rose,  the  compiler  of 
this  manuscript,  it  was  preserved  in  the  family  of  the  Water¬ 
mans  63  years,  and  then  given  to  me  in  1848.  It  may  serve 
for  posterity  to  see  the  names  of  Friends  of  Germantown  and 
their  transactions  more  than  a  century  past.”  Unsigned,  but 
on  the  inside  cover  of  the  book  is  the  name  Abrm  Keyser

THE  ARMENTROUT  ANCESTORS 

On  August  27,  1739,  the  Ship  “Samuel,”  Hugh  Percy, 
Master,  from  Rotterdam,  last  from  Deal,  “Palantines  im¬ 
ported  in,”  with  340  passengers  arrived  at  the  Port  of 
Philadelphia. 

“Pennsylvania  German  Pioneers”  has  the  Roll  of  this 
Ship  as  well  as  that  of  other  Ships,  Page  262. 

With  the  permission  of  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  So¬ 
ciety  we  have  the  signatures  of  male  Ermentrouts  of  16  years 
of  age  and  over;  and  the  signatures  of  related  emigrants. 


Signatures  of  Frmentrout  and  related  Fmigrants  arriving  at  the  Port  of  Philadelphia, 
August  27,  1739,  on  Ship  “Samuel’',  “Palatines  imported  in”. 
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Signatures  of  Ermentrout  and  other  Emigrants  who  took  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  at 
the  Court  House  in  Philadelphia,  August  27,  1739. 

The  Ermentrout  signatures  are  those  of  Johannes  Ermen¬ 
trout,  age  22,  Johan  Philip  Ermentrout,  age  18,  and  Joh. 
Frederick  Ermentrout,  age  16.  Among  the  passengers  not 
listed  were  Anna  Elizabeth  Ermentrout,  widow,  age  over  40, 
Elizabeth  Ermentrout,  age  20,  Christopher  Ermentrout,  age 
14,  Joh.  Henry  Ermentrout,  age  12,  and  George  Ermentrout, 
age  10. 

The  widowed  mother  settled  first  in  Lancaster  County, 
Pennsylvania;  patented  210  acres  of  land  November  12,  1741. 
Land  now  in  Berks  County.  The  eldest  son,  John  (Johannes) 
patented  259  acres  about  the  same  time.  J.  Philip  Ermentrout 
patented  35  acres  connecting  the  two  tracts  October  12,  1749, 
and  50  acres  December  16,  1749.  Frederick  Ermentrout 
patented  25  acres,  survey  October  16,  1751.  Christopher 
Ermentrout  patented  22  acres  further  connecting  the  two 
tracts  October  11,  1753. 

While  the  Shenandoah  Valley  of  Virginia  had  been  ex¬ 
plored  previously,  the  first  attempt  to  establish  settlement 
probably  was  made  in  1734-7.  From  the  Virginia  Historical 
Magazine  we  learn  that  Benjamin  Borden  and  William  Beverly 
employed  agents  and  set  up  advertisements  in  Lancaster  and 
Chester  Counties  of  Pennsylvania  to  attract  settlers  to  Augusta 
County,  Virginia.  Land  was  sold  at  the  rate  of  3  pounds  per 
hundred  acres.  The  great  period  of  migration  from  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  to  Virginia  was  from  1738  to  1754. 

Theirs  was  an  existence  on  the  frontier;  the  Indians  had 
only  recently  moved  from  the  land  and  there  was  much  to  do 
in  building  homes  and  clearing  the  land  and  preparing  crops. 
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The  Shenandoah  Valley  was  settled  by  Scotch-Irish  and 
German  pioneers.  It  is  quite  possible  that  the  Royal  Govern¬ 
or  was  very  willing  to  have  these  hardy  pioneers  on  the 
Virginia  frontier  as  a  protection  against  the  Indians.  The 
Scotch-Irish  organized  Presbyterian  Churches,  the  Germans 
organized  Lutheran  and  Reformed  Churches. 

The  Church  of  England  was  the  Established  Church  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia  to  the  end  of  the  Revolutionary 
War.  In  the  Shenandoah  Valley  we  have  not  found  the  perse¬ 
cution  of  the  Non -Conforming  groups  that  was  present  in  the 
older  Counties  of  Virginia. 

When  our  Armentrout  ancestors,  after  selling  their  land 
in  Pennsylvania,  journeyed  into  the  Shenandoah  Valley  of 
Virginia  in  the  1740’s  -  50’s,  they  purchased  land  in  Augusta 
County  and  began  clearing  the  land  and  building  homes.  Each 
family  was  nearly  self-sufficient  in  producing  food,  clothing, 
and  household  furniture. 

The  emigrant,  Johan  Philip  Armentrout,  is  reported  to 
have  been  a  stone  mason.  In  addition  to  clearing  and  tilling 
the  soil,  very  likely,  he  was  employed  by  others  in  building 
homes.  This  would  furnish  such  necessities  as  sugar  and 
salt  which  were  not  produced  on  the  farm.  Here  in  the 
Valley  it  was  quite  a  contrast  to  the  condition  in  the  older 
settled  section  of  Virginia.  There  servants  and  slaves  did 
the  hard  work.  Here,  they  did  their  own  work. 

Our  ancestors  were  Church  loving  people.  Sunday  was 
the  day  to  assemble  at  the  Church  to  hear  the  Pastor  preach, 
and  visit  with  friends  and  relatives.  It  was  ONE  special 
social  activity.  Marriages  generally  were  from  this  closely 
knit  group  of  believers. 

In  our  land,  now,  there  are  not  many  frontiers  remaining. 
It  is  difficult  to  imagine  the  hardships  which  our  ancestors 
suffered  in  building  their  homes  in  the  then  wilderness.  From 
the  forests,  timber  for  their  homes  and  wood  for  their  fire¬ 
places,  were  theirs  for  the  labor  of  felling  and  cutting.  But 
the  forest  did  not  furnish  food.  Land  must  be  cleared  before 
crops  for  man  and  beast  could  be  sown. 

The  hardship  of  the  frontier  fell  heaviest  on  the  women 
and  young  children.  They  must  do  the  best  they  could  with 
what  was  available.  Preparing  food  and  clothing  for  the 
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family  generally  fell  to  the  lot  of  the  mother.  Like  other 
frontier  mothers,  their  lot  was  a  strenuous  one  and  their 
hours  were  long  indeed.  Cooking,  spinning,  weaving  and  care 
of  the  children  constituted  their  work  day. 

To  our  Grandmothers  all  of  us  owe  an  unending  debt  for 
their  patience,  perseverance,  love  and  care. 

Anna  Elizabeth  Ermentrout,  born  previous  to  1699  in 
Germany,  died  1774-75,  Augusta  County,  Virginia.  Will

John  (Johannes)  Ermentrout  married  May  22,  1743,  Anna

Stouchburg  Church,  Pennsylvania.  He  sold  his  land  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania  in  1752  and  moved  to  Augusta  County,  Virginia. 

Philip  Ermentrout  married  about  1745,  Elizabeth.  On 
January  2,  1755  he  bought  175  acres  of  land  in  Augusta 

County,  Virginia  from  John  Love  and  his  wife  Johanna,  for 
18  pounds.  Land  on  headwaters  of  Smith’s  Creek,  Deed 
Book  7,  Page  6,  January  2,  1755,  Teste,  Frederick  Anan- 
trout  (Armentrout).  In  1758  he  bought  225  acres  more  on 
Smith’s  Creek. 

Both  Philip  and  his  brother  Christopher  served  in  the 
militia  during  the  French  and  Indian  Wars.  Augusta  County 
Records:  “Ordered  that  Philip  and  Stophel  Armentrout  be 

continued  in  the  militia,  September  10,  1756.”  Same  record 
from  Augusta  County  Military  Book  #1,  Page  10. 

After  March,  1778  their  section  of  Augusta  County  became 
Rockingham  County.  Rockingham  Recorder,  Vol.  1,  No.  2, 
Page  146:  “At  a  Court  held  for  Rockingham  County,  Monday, 
the  22nd  of  March,  1779;  Deed  of  L.  and  Release  from  Philip 
Armentrout  was  acknowledged  to  his  son  Philip,  Junr,  O.  to 
be  recorded.

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Within  a  Book  of  Sermons  by  H.  Muller  in  1768,  pur¬ 
chased  by  the  grandfather  of  Carrol  Hasler  of  Harrisonburg, 
Virginia,  and  later  translated  by  Mr.  Klingstain,  was  found 
sheets  of  the  same  watermarked  paper  containing  lists  of 
births.  In  1937  Mr.  Henry  Armentrout,  then  83  years  of  age, 
identified  the  two  lists  following  as  those  of  children  of 
Peter  Armentrout.

CHURCHES  IN  VIRGINIA 


In  1780  a  colony  of  the  Brethren  located  at  New  Amster¬ 
dam,  now  Daleville,  Botetourt  County.  They  came  from 
Pennsylvania  and  were  driven  thither  by  the  oppression  in 
that  state  during  the  War  of  the  Revolution.  Among  the 
number  were  the  Gishes,  Kinzies,  Synders,  Ninningers,  Win¬ 
gers,  Lemons,  Stovers,  Bunkers,  Harshbargers,  Ammons, 
Noffsingers,  Huffs,  Peters,  Rifes,  Arnolds,  Fishers,  Mangus, 
Moomaws,  Crones,  Murrys,  and  Bonsacks. 


THE  BRETHREN  IN  AUGUSTA  AND 
ROCKINGHAM  COUNTIES 


In  the  fall  of  1783  two  sons  of  John  Garber,  Samuel  and 
Martin,  moved  with  their  families  and  four  other  families 
from  Maryland  into  the  Shenandoah  Valley  near  the  home  of 
their  father.  By  the  end  of  the  year  1787  thirty-two  families 
had  moved  from  Pennsylvania  and  Maryland  into  the  Shenan¬ 
doah  Valley.  The  greater  number  settled  in  Rockingham 
County,  Virginia. 
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Meetings  were  held  in  different  settlements,  but  they 
were  not  able  to  erect  meeting  houses.  To  meet  the  situation 
their  dwellings  were  so  constructed  as  to  best  accommodate 
the  monthly,  bi-monthly,  or  ter -monthly  service  as  it  came 
to  them  in  turn. 

The  houses  were  usually  one  and  a  half  story  high  with 
sides  of  logs,  the  roof  of  clapboards  and  the  floor  of  puncheon. 
The  interior  was  divided  into  apartments  for  the  accommoda¬ 
tion  of  the  family.  Sometimes  this  was  done  by  the  use  of 
curtains  of  homespun  material.  Other  times  the  partitions 
were  made  of  boards  sawed  by  the  old  whip  or  hand  saw.  In 
this  case  the  partition  would  hang  on  a  pivot  and  could  be 
hoisted,  or  the  lower  half  could  be  moved,  so  that  the  entire 
lower  story  became  one  large  room  on  meeting  day. 

In  addition  to  furnishing  a  place  for  the  meeting,  it  was 
the  usual  custom  for  the  proprietor  of  the  house  to  provide 
food  for  as  many  in  the  assembly  as  desired  it,  and  feed 
their  horses  as  well. 
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In  many  of  the  homes,  near  the  wide  fireplace  used  for 
preparing  meals  as  well  as  heating  the  home,  there  were 
large  homemade  looms  and  spinning  wheels.  Each  family 
provided  for  their  own  home  furniture,  for  their  food,  and 
for  their  clothing.

“The  ‘Dunkers’  organized  a  church  in  Augusta  County 
first  in  the  year  1790  with  Bishop  Miller  as  the  first  Minister 
in  charge.  The  oldest  church  in  the  Valley,  now  standing 
(1902),  is  Garber’s  Church  about  two  miles  west  of  Harrison¬ 
burg  in  Rockingham  County.  It  was  built  about  the  close  of 
the  18th  century  and  has  been  in  constant  service  since. 

“The  Quakers,  Mennonites,  and  Dunkers  were  all  plain, 
honest,  industrious  people  and  opposed  to  war,  intemperance, 
and  slavery.’’ 

It  is  quite  probable  that  some  of  the  McNetts  who  came 
to  Virginia  had  lost  their  land  and  other  property  as  a  result 
of  the  persecution  in  Pennsylvania  during  the  Revolutionary 
War.  They  settled  in  Rockingham  and  Augusta  Counties,  and 
secured  land  which  was  probably  cheaper  than  the  land  in 
Pennsylvania.  Many  were  skilled  workers  --  blacksmiths, 
carpenters,  coopers,  weavers  and  stonemasons.

“Middle  River  Church,  Augusta  County:  In  1823,  the 
first  love -feast  was  held  in  an  upper  room  of  a  private  dwell¬ 
ing  house.  At  this  feast  nine  members  communed.  The 
following  year  the  first  churchhouse  was  erected.  Some  ten 
years  later  Daniel  Brower  was  elected  Minister,  and  a  few 
years  later  Jacob  Brower  and  Martin  Garber  were  chosen 
Ministers.  Daniel  Brower  was  ordained  Elder  on  April  20, 
1850.  On  March  31,  1855,  A.  D.  Garber  and  John  Brower 
were  elected  Ministers.  E.  L.  Brower  and  Levi  Garber  were 
elected  to  the  ministry  on  December  21,  1860.  Daniel  Yount 
was  called  to  the  ministry  in  1865.  In  the  same  year  the 
congregation  was  divided. 
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“John  Miller  was  ordained  to  the  eldership  and  placed 
in  charge  of  the  Valley  congregation,  the  northern  division. 
John  Brower  was  ordained  and  placed  in  charge  of  the  southern 
division,  Barren  Ridge  congregation.  Elder  Martin  Garber 
remained  in  charge  of  the  old  church."

“Pleasant  Valley  Congregation:  The  territory  of  which 
the  Valley  Congregation  is  comprised  originally  belonged  to 
the  Middle  River  Church.  In  1854  the  Pleasant  Valley  meeting 
house  was  built  with  a  view  of  it  being  made  a  separate  organ¬ 
ization.  This,  however,  was  not  fully  effected  until  1865.  John 
Miller  was  elder  and  Abraham  Garber  assistant  minister."

“Barren  Ridge  Church:  Barren  Ridge  organization  was 
formed  in  1865  from  part  of  the  territory  belonging  to  Middle 
River.  Nine  years  prior  to  this  a  meeting  house  was  erected 
at  this  point  with  the  above  named  object  in  view.  At  the  time 
of  the  organization,  John  Brower  was  ordained  to  the  elder¬ 
ship  and  placed  in  charge  of  the  new  church.  After  this  Elder 
Martin  moved  into  the  Barren  Ridge  Church  where  he  and 
Elder  Brower  jointly  presided  over  the  church  until  1884 
when  Samuel  Driver  and  E.  L.  Brower  were  advanced  to  the 
elderships.

“Mill  Creek  Church:  The  Mill  Creek  congregation  was 
organized  in  1840.  Some  ten  years  prior  to  this  time  the 
Brethren  from  Cooks  Creek  began  to  preach  here.  Isaac 
Long  and  Daniel  Yount  moved  here  soon  after  this  and  labored 
earnestly  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  church.  When  the  church 
was  organized,  there  were  the  following  members  present: 
Isaac  Long  and  wife,  Daniel  Yount  and  wife,  John  Harshbarger 
and  wife,  Samuel  Flory  and  wife,  Daniel  Miller  and  wife, 
Joseph  Miller  and  wife,  John  Begoon  Sr.,  and  John  Yount’s 
wife.

^Preface  to  Translation  of  Peaked  Mountain  Church  Records, 
McGaheysville,  Virginia,  by  Mr.  P.  C.  Kaylor,  1934  .  .  . 

“The  old  church  building  now  (1934)  standing  in  Mc¬ 
Gaheysville  dedicated  in  1804,  was  the  second  building  on  that 
plot  of  ground.  The  first  was  dedicated  in  1768.  Prior  to  that 
time  there  was  a  congregation  of  Dutch  Reformed  and  another 
of  Lutheran,  both  of  them  had  meeting  houses  as  they  were 
then  called.  Both  were  known  as  ‘Pinquit  Moundyn’  (Peaked 
Mountain).  One  of  the  two  was  located  on  the  flat,  east  of  the 
power  site,  between  the  race  way  and  Stoney  Run.  Jacob 
Hermann’s  Will  made  in  1762  and  recorded  in  Augusta  County 
makes  the  location  of  one  of  the  meeting  houses  plain. 

“At  that  time  and  before  the  two  congregations  entered 
into  an  agreement  in  1768,  the  Swift  Run  Gap  road  left  the 
present  Spotswood  Trail,  just  east  of  the  brick  store  at 
Montevideo,  passing  thru  the  Rush  farm,  on  by  Michael 
Mallows  (now  Kites)  and  Jacob  Hermann’s  Mill,  intersecting 
the  present  road,  near  the  colored  Church.  The  other  build¬ 
ing  stood  in  the  woods  at  the  head  of  Church  Run  and  near  the 
road  leading  from  the  intersection  of  the  Swift  Run  Gap  road 
(between  Jacob  Hermann’s  Mill  and  Michael  Mallows),  north 
of  Harshberger’s  Gap.  The  bed  of  the  old  roads  can  easily 
be  seen  at  the  present  time. 

“There  can  be  no  doubt  about  a  Church  being  on  the  little 
branch  west,  and  over  the  ridge  from  Stoney  Run,  then  called 
Church  Run.  It  was  mentioned  in  land  deeds  up  to  as  late  as 
1816.  See  Deed  Book  3,  Page  296,  ‘Brunt  Records,  Rocking¬ 
ham  County.’ 

“The  Church  record  shows  baptism  number  64  -  “Philip 
Harper,  Sr.,  Elder  of  the  upper  tract.’’  Evidently  this  meant 
the  other  congregation  at  Peaked  Mountain.’’

The  Peaked  Mountain  Church 

“Agreement  between  the  Reformed  and  Lutheran  Congre¬ 
gations  worshiping  in  the  Peaked  Mountain  Church,  Rockingham 
County,  Virginia,  October  31,  1769. 
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“In  the  name  of  the  Triune  God  and  with  the  consent  of 
the  whole  congregation,  we  have  commenced  to  build  a  new 
house  of  God,  and  it  is  by  the  help  of  God,  so  far  finished 
that  the  world  may  see  it. 

“We  have  established  it  as  a  union  church,  in  the  use  of 
which  the  Lutherans  and  their  descendants,  as  well  as  the 
Reformed  and  their  descendants  shall  have  equal  share.  But, 
since  it  is  necessary  to  keep  in  repair  the  church  and  school  - 
house  and  support  the  minister  and  school-master,  therefore 
we  have  drawn  up  this  writing  that  each  member  sign  his 
name  to  the  same  and  thereby  certify  that  he  will  support 
the  minister  and  schoolmaster  and  help  to  keep  in  repair 
the  church  and  the  school -house  as  far  as  lies  in  his  ability. 

“Should,  however,  one  or  another  withdraw  himself  from 
such  Christian  work  (which  we  would  not  suppose  a  Christian 
would  do),  we  have  unitedly  concluded  that  such  a  one  shall 
not  be  looked  upon  as  a  member  of  our  Congregation,  but  he 
shall  pay  for  the  baptism  of  a  child  2  S,  6d,  which  shall  go 
into  the  treasury  of  the  church;  for  the  confirmation  of  the 
child  5  S,  which  shall  be  paid  to  the  minister  as  his  fee,  and 
further  should  such  a  one  come  to  the  table  of  the  Lord  and 
partake  of  the  Holy  Communion,  he  shall  pay  5  S,  which  shall 
go  into  the  treasury  of  the  church;  and  finally  if  such  a  one 
desires  burial  in  our  grave  yard,  he  shall  pay  5  S,  which  also 
be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  church. 

“In  confirmation  of  which  we  have  drawn  up  this  docu¬ 
ment  and  signed  it  with  our  several  signatures. 

“Done  in  Augusta  County,  at  the  Peaked  Mountain  and 
Stony  Creek  Churches,  on  October  31,  Anno  Domini  1769; 
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The  Present  Elders  .  .

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THE  OLD  DUTCH  CHURCH

“Tradition  says  that  this  old  church  which  was  known  by 
four  different  names  viz;  ‘Saint  Philips,’  ‘Trinity,’  ‘Ermen- 
trouts,’  or  the  ‘Old  Dutch  Church,’  was  located  several  miles 
north  of  Keezeltown  on  the  ‘Mountain’  road,  the  site  of  the 
present  U.  B.  Church  ‘Bethel.’ 


“It  appears  that  the  membership  of  this  Church  prior  to 
the  year  1800  attended  the  Old  ‘Peaked  Mountain  Church’  at 
McGaheysville,  but  the  distance  from  this  section  to  Mc- 
Gaheysville  was  from  five  to  seven  miles  by  way  of  the 
bridle  path  across  the  mountain  and  from  then  10  to  12  miles 
by  the  road  leading  around  the  end  of  the  Peaked  Mountain. 


“About  the  year  1787,  steps  were  taken  to  erect  a  house 
of  worship,  the  Ermentrout  families  of  the  neighborhood  taking 
an  active  part  in  its  construction.  Accordingly  logs  were 
hewn  and  the  work  of  building  begun.  When  the  wall  had 
reached  a  height  of  10  or  12  feet,  a  log  that  was  being  placed 
in  position  slipped  and  fell,  killing  George  Ermentrout  instant¬ 
ly.  He  and  his  father  had  taken  an  active  interest  in  the 
enterprise,  but  this  tragedy  had  the  effect  of  stopping  the 
work,  and  nothing  more  was  done  until  the  year  1806,  when 
the  work  was  completed.  The  log  that  caused  the  tragedy 
was  placed  in  the  wall  to  the  rear  of  the  pulpit  and  was 
marked  by  a  number  of  crosses. 


“Then  the  church  was  torn  down  some  years  ago,  to  be 
replaced  by  a  more  modern  structure  (Trinity,  located  on  the 
old  Keezeltown  Road),  and  the  logs  were  used  in  building  a 
barn  on  the  farm  of  the  late  Madison  Wise,  now  known  as 
‘Wiseland’  and  owned  by  his  daughter  Ollie  Wise  Miller  and 
her  husband  G.  Luther  Miller.  The  bridle  path  referred  to 
above  was  used  by  Mr.  Miller’s  grandfather  in  going  to  and 
from  school  at  McGaheysville.  The  children  now  ride  in 
buses  that  stop  at  their  front  door  in  the  morning  and  return 
them  in  the  evening  to  the  same  point.

Armentrout  Dec’d  had  first  granted  the  same  to  worship  in

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fail  to  do  their  duty  as  herein  prescribed  then  in  that  event 
the  Congregation  to  have  power  to  take  from  them  their  office 
and  appoint  others.  To  the  only  proper  use  and  behoof  of  the 
first  named  trustees  and  their  successors  in  office  as  may 
be  from  time  to  time  appointed  by  the  said  Lutheran  Congre¬ 
gation,  to  have  and  to  hold  the  abovementioned  property  and 
for  the  aforesaid  purposes  and  no  other  for  the  full  term  of 
one  hundred  years  from  the  date  hereof,  And  the  said  Lutheran 
Congregation  doth  hereby  release  all  and  every  of  the  heirs 
of  the  said  Peter  Armentrout  Dec’d  from  all  and  every 
expense  in  any  wise  touching  this  Conveyance.

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Comment:  Abraham  Funk  probably  wrote  Matilda’s  name  for 
Her  Mark.  It  is  likely  that  one  person  wrote  both  the  names 
of  George  and  Anna  Armentrout  for  their  Marks.  The  same 
is  true  for  Henry  and  Malinda  Huber.  On  Elizabeth  Hudle’s 
signature  there  is  a  blot  just  after  capital  H.  The  signatures 
of  George  Magnett  and  Susan  Magnett  are  made  by  one  person, 
probably  Susan  Magnett.  The  notation  George  Magnett  and 
Susan  Magnett  (as  indicated  by  parenthesis)  on  the  margin 
was  probably  placed  there  by  a  Deputy  for  identification.  The 
signatures  of  Daniel  Leman  and  Barbara  Ermentrout  (his 
wife)  are  in  German.  The  Clerk  has  the  names  Daniel  Lamon 
and  Barbara  Lamon.  The  signatures  of  John  Siber  and  Polly 
Siber  are  badly  blotted.  Probably  John  signed  for  himself 
and  for  Polly’s  Mark.

(by  mark),  “Jacob  Depoy,”  and  “Conrat  Depoy”. 

From  Rockingham  County  Court  Records  we  learn  that 
Daniel  Maganet  and  his  brother-in-law,  John  Depoy,  were 
assessed  twenty  dollars  and  costs  for  trespass,  assault,  and 
battery  vs  Martin  Coontz.  Judgment  May  25,  1798.  In  court 
May  28,  1798,  Isaac  Depoy,  his  father-in-law  assumed  the 
debt  of  Daniel  Maganet  due  Charles  Ragen. 

Daniel  Maganet  evidently  left  Rockingham  County  about 
1805,  see  statement  of  his  son  John  made  at  his  marriage  to 
Elizabeth  Robison,  June  14,  1813. 

After  the  baptism  of  the  four  younger  children,  Anna 
Mary  Magnet  probably  took  them  with  her  to  Ross  County,  Ohio.

&  Wayland’s  History  of  Rockingham  County,  Va.,  Page  157  .  .  .  . 

“In  the  summer  of  1864  upon  the  advance  of  Hunter’s 
Army  up  the  valley,  a  lot  of  the  records  of  the  County  and  of 
the  Circuit  Court  were  loaded  on  a  wagon  and  hauled  east¬ 
ward,  the  aim  being  to  take  them  through  Brown’s  Gap  to  a 
place  of  safety  in  or  beyond  the  Blue  Ridge.  The  wagon  was 
overtaken  on  the  road  between  Port  Republic  and  Mt.  Vernon 
Furnace  by  some  of  Hunter’s  men  and  set  afire.  After  the 
Federals  left,  some  persons  in  the  neighborhood  put  out  the 
fire,  using  for  that  purpose,  it  is  said,  some  green  hay  just 
cut  in  a  nearby  field.’’ 


Comments  by  our  Searcher: 

“A  selfish  man  in  1864  went  to  the  Clerks  of  Rockingham 
Court  and  begged  them  to  let  him  remove  their  records  to 
some  place  he  considered  safe  (just  so  some  one  else  would 
be  paying  the  cost  of  his  removal  of  his  own  treasures).  One 
of  the  Clerks  refused. 

“The  wagon  or  cart  containing  many  records  was  cap¬ 
tured  by  Federal  forces  and  burned.  Possibly  they  thought  it 
held  food  or  contraband.’’ 

“I  was  under  the  impression  that  the  typewriting  below 
the  framed  picture  in  the  Clerk's  Office  of  the  spot  near 
Grottoes,  where  the  records  were  destroyed,  indicated  that 
it  was  a  Spring  day.  You  will  notice  that  this  instrument 
refers  to  June  4,  1864.  When  I  looked  again,  at  the  type¬ 
writing  below  the  picture,  it  said  the  destruction  of  the 
records  occured  in  September,  1864.’’

“Died  Ripe  in  Years.  Abram  McNett”  died  Saturday  at 
7:40  P.M.  at  the  home  of  J.  W.  Brennaman,  aged  77  years. 
He  was  born  in  Rockingham  County  Virginia,  and  came  to 
Kansas  in  1879.  For  eight  years  he  has  made  his  home  with 
his  daughter,  Mrs.  Brennaman.  His  wife  died  20  years  ago. 
Two  other  daughters,  Mrs.  A. A.  (M.A.)  Ebaugh  of  McPherson 
and  Mrs.  McCowen  of  Arkansas  and  two  sons,  John  &  Henry 
of  McPherson  survive.  The  first  named  is  here.  They  mourn 
the  death  of  a  kind  father,  one  who  was  ever  indulgent  and 
thoughtful.  He  had  suffered  sever ly  the  past  two  weeks  with 
indigestion  and  stomach  trouble  which  prevented  his  taking 
food,  but  he  never  complained.  Funeral  service  were  held 
at  the  M.  E.  Church  this  afternoon  at  4  o'clock,  Rev.  E.  E. 
Tarbill,  assisted  by  Rev.  J.  D.  Fulton  officiating.  Intern¬ 
ment  in  Abilene  Cemetery.”  Died  August  29;  buried  August 
31,  1896.
